The following Tranflation from the Spanith, giving 
an Account of the Duke of Anjou’s new Regula- 
tion of the Commerce of the Weft Indies, was 
communicated to us by an eminent Merchant to 
be made publick. 

The new Regulation of the Commerce of the Indies, con- 
Sifts of 4: Articles, the moft Material of which are 
as followeth, 

‘| N the firft Article the King fays, That he will 

‘ intimate to the Princes ot foreign Narions,that 

“they forbid their Subjects fendisg Ships to the In- 

‘dies; for though they be Briends aid Alies, 

fhall be treated as Pirats. Bur chac this Article is 

“not to take Place till the Minifters of the faid 

Princes Reiiding at this Gourt prefent Letiers to 

‘his Majetty, acquainting 4im, that they have made 

the faid Protabiion. 

* This Article is to be Confider’d as Levei’d di- 

reQiy at France, uader the general &xpreifion of 

* Foreign Nations, for neither the French nor France 

“are Named in ihe 41 Anvicics, bu: always Fo- 

‘reign Nations; and «#: this Lreaty or Regula- 

‘ tion is the Difpofision of a Minifter of France, the 

faid Pichibition will undcubiedly be put in Exe- 

‘ cution; bis Majefty ( waom God preferve ) be- 

‘ing willing tha: this Coizwerce of the Indies re- 

* vert intively to Spauierds, thatthe whole pafs 

‘throngh their Hands, that the Men of War 

‘and Merchant Ships carry Spanish Cclours, and 

“ raat the Officers be of the {amie Nation; being alfo 

* willing thee this Privelege extena co ali his Spanish 

Subjccts,eventothofe who formerly wereProhibited. 
‘And be alfo Wiils, that the Fruits of Spain for 

humane Subfiftance be only permitted to be Shipp’d 

‘ by Spaniards for their Account, and the remainder 

by Forcigners (if Friends) in the fame manaer as 

Spaniards. 

‘His Mojefty Wills, that twice a Year there 
* be Difpa:ches for the Indies, viz. Im the Months of 
‘January and June. “That in every Difparch all 
‘the Merchant-Sbips may go that will, Provided 
‘ they belong to Spain; and that Difpatches be given 
‘ (Gratis) to the Mafters and Commanders of fuch 
* Ships, that they may carry what Fruits and Pro- 
‘ vifions they have Occafion for, without paying any 
‘ Duty, being for their Maintenance in their Voyage. 
‘ That they be Convoy’d in every Voyage by Four 
* Men of War carrying Spanifh Colours, Men, and 
‘ Officers; or fuch as are in bis Majefty’s Pay, al- 
‘tho’ fome of the Shipping be foreign Built : And 
‘that thefe in theic Outward-bound Voyage hhall 
‘only carry the Neceffarics for their Subfiftence, 
* and at their return fhall only bring the Money for 
‘the King’s Account. That after theirs Arrival at 
‘ New Spain or Peru,they fhall make no longer Stay 


-* than only to refic and Jade the King’s Money, but 


‘immediately return to Cadiz, convoying fuch

zl when Imported into the Ports of the Indies : But 
; for Englith, Dutch, and #rench Cloths, ic doth 
(Rot Amount to 3 per Cent, and at the Botrance in 

Indie but 6 per Cenc ; and upon the fame Foor are 
‘ the Linnens, Bays, &c, the Duries being fomething 
* more on Segovian Cioths ; and proportionably all 
“ the Cuftoms payable at Cadiz, upon éxporration, 
“ are anfwerable to as much more payable at their 
* Importation at India; and on the Contrary, wpon 
“ te:urn of any Aderchandize to Cadiz, there fhall be 
‘paid Doable what was paid on Shipping off in 
‘india: Bur Wines and fome other Fruits of Spaift 
“are regulated on the fame Foot, as to Exportation 
‘ from Spain and Importation into India, as former- 
‘ly. The Duries on the Returns in Silver and Gold 
are much Dimuaifhed, for Gold thall pay but half 
per Cent; Silver wrought and in Barrs, which have 
paid the India Duties,oue anda fourth ; aod Coyned 
* Silver 1 per Cent: And thisto be underftood, at 
* Unlading at Cadiz. The Kings Officers at the 
* Ports from whence the Ships Depart, hall be 
* Obliged to fend a Certificate Seai’s up, of the 
* Regiftration of the Silver,&c, that thall be Laden ; 
“to be Compared upon arrival, at Cadiz, in 
‘Order to Demand the atfcrefaid Ducies, And 
* fevere Penalties thall be Inflitted on any Perion 
‘who fhall be found Guilty in this refpe&; as 
alfo on thofe who fhall have any Vlate 
‘ the King’s Stamp on it; whicb Probibition and 
‘ punifhment his Majefty leaves on the. old 
‘ Foot. I: thall be at the Option of any Spaniard 
‘ or Foreigner, to export at Cadiz the faid Gold and 
‘ Silver,Coyn'd and Uncoyn’d, to 2 Quantity propor- 
* tionableto whatthey Imported by the faid Ships from 
‘ India; taking Certificaces from the Officers 
* of the aoa Houfe, whe shall be oblig’d to give 
‘it without a Fee or Reward: And the 
‘fame is likewife to be wnderftood as to the 
* Goods and uorber Commodities from India, which 
* have paid the Duties appointed there; only the Ex- 
* portation of Tobacco is excepted, for this muft be 
fubje& to the Duries, Prohibitions,&c. as formerly. 

‘In one of the Atricles his Majefty offers, That 


‘upon no Motive foever (though never fo urgent) 4 


‘no more Cuftoms fhall be paid than chole pre- 
* {crib’d in the new Rares. And in another Article, 
‘ (which is of great Importance in the prefent Con- 
‘ jun@ure) it is inferted, that though a War fhould 
‘ arife with any Prince or State whole Subjects fhould 
* have Effects, either in the Indies or Spain; for the 
‘Latter they fhall bave 6 Months Time after 
‘ the Declaration to withdraw the fame ; and as to 
‘ the Effects remaining in the Indies, there thall be 
* no limitation of time for them, nor fhall they ever 
‘ incurr a Reprifal,till 4 Months after their arrival at 


* Cadiz, and unlefs they are not in that time with- 


* drawn from Spain. 
‘ His Majefty alfo Declares, That any the 
‘ Subjects of any Nation fhall enjoy the fame Pre- 
* rogative of a Spaniard after three Years dwelling 
‘in this Kingdom, and being Married to a Native 
* of Spain, or, having a real Bftate in Spain to the 
‘Value of ten thoufand Ducats. So that whoever 
© thal} be in any of thefe Circumftances, thall not be 
‘ Molefied or Expell’d the Dominions of his Majefty 
© tho’ in time of War. ay 
‘ His Majefty alfo Declares, That he will extin- 
* tinguifh the Barlovento Fleet, and make ufe of 
* the Ships for part of the two Squadrons which are 
* Yearly to ferve as Convoys to the faid Merchanc- 
* Ships. He alfo promifes that the Tribunal of. he 
Contraation-Howfe of Sevil thall continue on the 
"-¢ fame Foot, till an Opportunity offers to recom-
